SCHOOL REPORT. 


During the year ending March 1, 1882, appropriations have 
been made for the support of district schools in Dunbarton, as 
tollows :—

The aggregate number of pupils who have received instruc- 
tion in our schools, is 136, of whom eighty are boys and fifty-six 
are girls. The average expense per scholar is $8.764. The 
Superintending Committee has issued certificates to fourteen 
teachers, six of whom were beginners. He has made fifty visits 
to the schools, and has uniformly found laborious teachers, and 
with few exceptions diligent scholars. 

It is suggested that in learning the art of reading, the more 
advanced pupils, who are able at a glance to enunciate the words 
in their lessons, should be taught to articulate distinctly all unae- 
cented syllables, and to give special attention to the modulations 
of the voice, and to the meaning of the words and sentences. 
Coustantly, a good dictionary should be accessible, ready for daily 
and hourly use. For this purpose it is earnestly recommended 
that, at an early day, the Prudential Committee in each unsup- 
plied district, procure and place on the teacher’s desk, for the 
larger schools, a copy of the quarto edition of either Webster’s 
or Woreester’s Unabridged Dictionary; and for the smaller 
schools, a copy of the octavo edition. By this prudent arrange-

ment, an exceedingly desirable facility for the classes in reading 
can be economically supplied. Let us remember that one short 
lesson, which is thoroughly studied and appropriately read, is 
more profitable to the pupil than many long lessons hastened 
over superficially. 


A REVIEW OF THE SCHOOLS. 
Districr No. 1.—Co.sy. 


The school was continued for one term only, of eleven weeks, 
by Miss Annie M. Colby, whose fidelity and success in this, her 
first attempt, entitle her to commendation. ‘The school does not 
yet receive the entire complement of scholars in the district, a 
circumstance for which no responsibility rests on the teacher. 
The appropriation by the town for the support of the school is 
$60.57. 

Districr No. 2.—CEnNTER. 


The spring term of nine weeks and the second term of five 
weeks were-taught by Miss Alice P. Cilley, of whom it is a high 
encomium to say that she fully sustaimed her well-earned reputa- 
tion. Miss Fannie L. Burnham conducted the winter term of teu 
weeks. With uutiring assiduity she toiled throughout the term. 
Whenever the school was visited by the committee, especially in 
the favorable examination at the close, it was evident that her 
studious scholars had made fine proficiency in learning. Appro- 
priation, $153.66. 

Disrricr No. 3.—STARK. 


During the first term of nine weeks Miss Clara KE. Straw of 
Weare accomplished her initiatory work «as a teacher, and acquit- 
ted herseif well in her work. Miss Emma J. Lord taught twelve 
weeks in the second term. She confirmed her former good repu- 
tation, won the attachment of her pupils, the confidence of their 
parents, and the commendation of the committee. In both terms 
good order prevailed, and the closing examinations gave good 
evidence that the faithful services of the teachers had not been 
expended in vain. Appropriation, $106.87. 


District No. 4.—WaAITE. 


The two terms of nine and twelve weeks were conducted by 
Miss M. Abbie Colby. That she has been employed this year 
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two terms successively after a former experience of teaching in 
this school, is a gratifying endorsement of her services. The 
order of the school, and the progress of the scholars, indicate 
good management in the daily work. Appropriation, $140.03. 


District No. 5.—MOounrTALONA. 


Both terms were efficiently conducted by Miss Emma L. Mer- 
rill, who, on a former occasion, had taught successfully in the 
same district. Approved anew by her employers, she performed 
by unwearied labor an excellent service which, it is believed, is 
satisfactory to all who are concerned in the school. Appropria- 
tion, $91.47. 


District No. 6.—Pacr’s CoRNER. 


Miss Lizzie J. Buntin, a teacher whose qualifications, experi- 
ence and success are a merited commendation, took charge of the 
school in two successive terms. Her assiduity, energy, and deep 
interest in the welfare of her pupils indicate her adaptation to her 
chosen work. The winter term of eleven weeks was taught by 
Mr. James D. Kimball. This was his first effort in teaching, and 
it augurs favorably. The scholars gave evidence of careful ap- 
plication to their studies, but it is a serious misfortune that, with 
some happy exceptions, their voices are singularly undeveloped. 
Appropriation, $127.65. 


District No. 7.—STINSON. 


The two terms in this school of eight and ten weeks, were 
taught by Miss Lizzie A. Rogers. This is the smallest, yet one 
of the more pleasant of our schools. It was the first experience 
of Miss Rogers in teaching, a work which she enjoys, and faith- 
fully performs, and which, it is hoped, she will steadily prosecute. 
Her pupils were obedient and industrious, aud made good _ profi- 
ciency in their studies. Appropriation, $89.52. 


District No. 8.—WHEELER. 


On the 16th of May last, Miss Grace V. Colby began in this 
district her first work of teaching, and continued during two 
terms of ten and twelve weeks. She developed desirable quali- 
ties as a teacher, received the warm esteem of her pupils, and 
stands well among our enthusiastic beginners in this useful voea- 
tion. Appropriation, $80.34. 
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District No. 9.—BaAILeEy. 


The one term of eleven weeks was efficiently conducted by Miss 
Kmma Jean Rowley of Manchester, whose literary attainments. 
enthusiasm, tact and success, entitle her to the gratitude of the 
district. Appropriation, $60.56. 


District No. 10.—Ray. 


Miss Mary Ella Merrill performed in two terms of seven and 
eight weeks, her first work in teaching. She wrought conscien- 
tiously, faithfully and efficiently ; was loved by her pupils, and 
received the confidence of the parents and of the committee. It is 
hoped that she will teach again. Appropriation, $68.72. 


Districr No 11.—BurnuHaAM. 


In both terms of ten weeks each, Miss Loella Pattee of Gotts- 
town, took charge of the school. She inspired her pupils with 
scholarly order, and in the results of her labor, gave unmistaka- 
ble evidence that she possesses largely the true qualities of a use- 
ful and successfull teacher.
